By this Hint you may ſuſpect that Lan 
for innovating and changing Cuſtoms and 
Manners : In ſuch Degree as may be ne- 
ceſſary to preſerve Reputation, by which 
Power ever ſubſiſts, and is only extended, 
I own it. Let no Man deceive you with 
vain Words, is good Advice. Deceive no 
Man with vain Words, is as good If 
there is Wiſdom in one, there is moral 
Honeſty in the other. One will poſſibly 
never be as reputable in Courts as the other, 
there are nevertheleſs Places where it, is 


always reputable, and as long as there are 


any, muſt never be laid quite aſide. 


If I were to write a Volume, I ſhould 


never be able to ſay more, nor to put half 


ſo much Senſe in it, as you will find upon 


this Subject in an Eflay of Lord Bacon's 
upon Simulation and Diſſimulation, to 


which I refer you; if you have read it be- 
fore, you will do well to read it again. 
Contrive as you will, there is ſo much 
more than Promiſes due) That you will 


have 
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have your Hands full; many will be ex- 
torted ; When they are, let them be ex- 
plicit, liable to as little Ambiguity, as 
plain Words, and an honeſt Meaning can 
make them, and let them be punctually 
performed. 

I am far from thinking, that Cunning 
and Deceit are eſſential in a Stateſman as 
far as Reading, Obſervation or Memor 
have carried me, the ableſt, and beſt have 
been leaſt tainted with theſe Qualities.

But if they perceive that their Deſerts 
are to give Way to every Requeſt of a 
more reſpectible Petitioner, reſpectible 
only for being in a higher Station. 
In ſhort, if Services already done, are 
to be overlooked for Services that may 
be done; if. ever you have Occaſion to call 


together your Friends, to ſummons them

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to your Aſſiſtance, to lead them into the 
Field, you may have many upon the 
RoLL who will not anſwer to their N AM Es. 
What your Sentiments of the preſeiit 
Syſtem are, 1 know not; if it is the ſame 
with ſome of your Friends, you and they 
both are too ſanguine : If no more is done, 
allow me to ſpeak freely, it may eaſily be 
undone. Do you think you have got fo 
far, that you can ſtand alone? You neither 
think it I preſume, nor mean to try it : 
How then are you to advance? by looking 
back and conſidering by what Ways and 
by what Hands you were led forward, 
you will be able to judge. If the Foun- 
dation had not been laid ſome Time ago, 
the SuperſtruCture even ſo far as it has 
gone, could not have been raiſed now.

more, there were many as good Conjurers 
as he. I preſume this, becauſe had the 
real Secret gone through ſo many Hands 
as were neceſſary to convey it to HIM, it 
bad probably been divulged, and the Event 
mart'd; fortunately if he did know it, 


they whom it behoved moſt to ſuſpect it, 
were ſo beſotted, as not to ſuſpect it, and

that if you are not very careleſs and unob-
